The basis of the plan before the 
committee on economic restoration of 
the Ruhr-is a memorandum by M. 
Sevdoux. 

This memorandum proposes. with- 
drawal of the customs organization 
from the Ruhr as soon as Germany 
passed the requisite legislation for 
the Dawes plan. It also provides 
economic and railway. evacuation in 
a stipulated time, which is under- 
atood to be within a month after the 
German reparation loan is subscribed. 

May Not Invite Germany. 

There remains to be disclosed the 

cireumstances under which the find- 
ings of the conference are to be com- 
municated to Germany, as at present 
there is no inclination to call Ger- 
many into the conference.

Georgia's tobacco crop each year 
grows more and more in importance, 
and with the splendid yield this year 
and increased acreage, coupled with 
the interest of farmers in the lower 
section of the state, Georgia’s crop is 
now regarded as large and the state 
premises to become one of the prin- 
cipal tobaceo states. 

Cooperation Aids. 

In middle and south Georgia this 
year the sales of watermelons, can- 
taloupes and truck products, where 
marketed through couperative associ- 
ations, have been satisfactory to a 
great degree.

| haphazard manner, however, josses | 
have resulted. 

The estimate of the cotton crop for 
1924 is considerably above the number 
of bales produced in 1923 and less 
than one-half of the record produc- 
tion of 2,700,000 bales in 1914. In! 
1923 the production was 579,969 500-| 
pound bales. It is probable that the 
1923 figures records a low-water 
mark in the state’s production and 
with reasonably favorable seasons and 
continued warfare on the weevil the 
production is expected to rise each 
year. It is hardly probable that 
Georgia will ever exceed the 1914 cot- 
ton figures. 

In estimating the cotton production 
of 1924 in Georgia, the fact must be 
taken into consideration that the acre- 
age is smaller this year than in 1923. 

Use of high-grade fertilizers in 
many sections has had a decided good 
effect in increasing vield per -acre. 

Value of Arsenate Shown.

Savannah, Ga., July 19.—(Special.) 
Crop conditions in the Savannah zone, 
in southeast Georgia especially, are 
far better than last year. They are, 
in the summary of many reports from 
various angles, “fine.” This applies 
to cotton as well as to corn and to- 
bacco and other crops. 

The survey was made this week by 
banks of Savannah which have con- 
nections and interests over the terri- 
tory. By personal report, by expert 
advice, by letters, and in conference 
with visitors from several sections of 
the zone present information has been 
received this week from day to day. 

Cotton is good for a far better yield 
than last year—probably 50 to 100 per 
cent better in many places. Rains, 
which were thought to have injured 
cotton in the section, have not dam- 
aged it to great extent; picking up 
squares and rapid cultivation and 
poison have made fully half a crop al- 
ready. 
Milhaven there will be the best crop 
made, it is reported, of any year since 
the weevil appeared. ' 

Bale Per Acre. 

Mills B. Lane, who made- with a 
tenant a bale to the agre on the Leb- 
anon farm near Savannah, will make 
a bale and a half—with negro tenant 
labor and on ordinary soil. Tobacco 
is fine—the rains havingenot crippled 
curing or maturing greatly. A. P. 
Brantley, Blackshear, reported that 
the crops of Pierce—tobacco especially 
—are much better than last year and 
that Blackshear will sell two to three 
times the volume of tobacco at as good 
or better prices this year than last. 

The corn crop is the best in years. 
From the Tifton region experienced 
farmers report the “best corn crop in 
thirty years.” For cotton and corn 
the conditions have been similar over 
the whole territory covered by the 
bankers’ reports in Savannah. The 
farmers are more confidently optimis- 
tic: and business is already feeling 
in anticipation the good effects of a 
prospective crop profit for most com- 
modities.

Road Improvements 
In Middle Georgia 
Progressing Rapidly 


Wrens, Ga., July 19.—(Special. )— 
Road building in Jefferton and ad- 
joining counties is proceeding rapidly. 
The Jefferfon county forces are at 
work on the Jefferson Davis high- 
way, which is officially known as 
route 24. This road runs north and 
south through the county and the 
mileage in this. county when com- 
pleted will be about thirty-five miles. 
At the present time only about five 
miles remain to be built. 

The incomplete section is between 
Wrens and the Richmond county line 
at Brier creek. On account of heavy 
grading at Brusy creek it will take 
about five months to finish the work 
in this county. .<By that time the 
Richmond county forces will have 
completed the section of the road ip 
that county. When the two forces 
meet at Brier creek it will mean the 
completion of one of the finest sand- 
clay roads in the soutb. 

In the meantime the state highway 
commission has started a force to 
work at Wrens to build a state road 
from here to Gibson, county site of 
Glaseock county. The force has com- 
pleted about three miles of this road. 
This stretch will connect Gibson with 
good roads to Augusta and Macon. 

The commission has closed a con- 
tract with L. C. Wren to keep all 
the state and federal aid roads lead- 
ing to Wrens in good condition. Mr. 
Wren will be furnished needed road 
machinery and an adequate force. 

People who have studied the road 
question in this section of the state 
have pointed out the fact that by 
huilding a stretch of road from Gough 
to Warrenton by Wrens mileage from 
this section to Macon and Aflanta 
would he much reduced.

Memphis, Tenn., July 19.—Thomag 
H. Allen, police commissioner, an- 
nounced at 10 o'clock tonight that 
Charles Barr, negro, had confessed 
the murder of W. Obe Spencer, whe 
was slain on a lonely highway east of 
the city May 23, 1928. 

Simultaneous with the commission- 
er’'s announcement, detectives revealed 
to newspapermen that a diamond ring, 
believed to have been worn by Mrs. 
Ruth McElwain Tucker on the night 
when she and Duncan Waller were 
slain near the spot where Spencer 
met his death, had been recovered 
from a local pawnshop. The ring 
was pawned by Barr's wife, Souda 
Barr, detectives said. 

The Tucker-Waller murder was 
committed early in January of IJast 
year, while the couple was riding in 
an automobile. Their bodies were 
stripped of valuables, including the 
diamend ring worn by Mrs. Tucker. 
Spencer was killed four months later 
under similar circumstances and with-

against swine. In the improper re- 
marks which he offered after the trial, 
the prisoner appears to have said that 
as his three judges were a Jew, a vege- 
tarian, and a quack doctor on the 
make, he was not surprised that they 
did not appreciate pork.

YOU’RE LOST IN THE WOODS 


Lost in the woods! Completely 


turned around!

Almost every boy 
heard that the one way find 
north is to look for moss the 
trunks of trees, because moss grows 
only on the north side. This, how- 
ever, isn’t entirely true. 

Examine trees that stand more or 
less in the sunshine and others that 
grow in the dense shade of the 
woods and you will find a difter- 
ence. Now remember that moss 
grows best in the shade and re- 
quires a good deal of moisture, and 
that the north side of a tree is al- 
ways in the shade and holds mois- 
ture longest because the sun can- 
not get to it and dry it out. So 
moss on the north side gets what it 
wants—shade and moisture—and 
usually grows deepest there, even 
when it is found on the other side 
as well, 


This, however, does not apply to 
trees that grow so close together 
that their trunks get no sunshine at 
all. On these the moss will grow as 
readily on the south side as on th¢ 
north, and when a tree leans sv 
that the upper side catches and 
holds the moisture, that side will 
gather the deepest moss, no mate 
ter what side it may be. 

It is here you must use your 
common sense in Settling the ques- 
tion and choose only the trees that 
stand straight and have enough sun. 
Shine to dry all sides but the north. 
Even then one tree alone cannot 
always be trusted. You must ex- 
amine a number of trees and choose 
your. direction by the majority. 
Then, when you have decided which 
way to turn to go north, hold to 
that course, don’t be frightened, and 
forge straight ahead, stopping every 
now and then to examine trees to 
be sure you are keeping to the 
course you Started and are not 
circling. 

“Where moss grows is north,”’ is, 
like many another so-called woods- 
man’s law, to be taken with a grain 
of salt, or, in other words, a little 
common sense. 


GAMES OF ANIMALS 


Did you ever watch bear cubs in 
a zoo putting on a boxing match?

PLAY “TOTO” AT CAMP OR AT PARTIES 


Toto is such a simple camping 
game that you can almost guess 
how to play it from the picture, but 
you'll never know till you’ve tried 
it just how much fun it is. You 
can rig up the apparatus from things 
around camp. First make a base 
board three feet square, using or- 
dinary inch boards or pieces of 
wooden planks. .In its center nail 
three empty coffee cans, placing 
them so that the rim of each one 
touches the other, just as shown 
above. Next make three yarn or 
String balls about the size of a ten- 
nis ball, and try to make a kind that 
doesn’t bounce easily.

HOW AN ENGINE STARTS CARS 


Do, you think that a railway en- 
gine just picks up a whole String of 
eighty cars, as they sometimes do, 


and starts them off all at once? 


When you stop to think of it, that 
is a tremendous feat—to have 
power to start eighty cars at once. 


But the engine really picks the 
cars up one at atime. By the time 
it has started the last car they are 
all. rolling, and their momentum 
helps to keep them going. Once 
they are under way the engine 
merely has to keep adding to their 
momentum, gaining speed. 

This is done by means of the 
“slack.” There is a little slack, 
or play, in the couplers between the 
cars and in the springs to which 
the couplers are attached. One 
car may be pulled ahead several 
inches without moving the next. 
This slack enables the engineer to 
Start the first car alone, then the 
next, and so on. In a freight train 
you can hear the slack stretched out 


—hbang, bang, bang—as the cars get 
the pull of the engine. 

You'll notice sometimes that an 
engineer backs up a bit before he 
Starts ahead out of the station. By 
backing up the engineer pushes the 
cars together and puts the neces- 
Sary Slack into his train. Usually, 
however, he puts in the slack as he 
Stops. He can do this because he 
has two sets of air brakes—one on 
the engine alone, and another on 
the rest of the train. As he comes 
into the station he first stops the 
engine and then as the cars push 
into it he sets the brakes to hold the 
Slack, 

As you ride on trains, notice how 
different engineers handle the two 
sets of brakes. One engineer stops 
with a bang—he simply stops his 
engine and lets the cars ram into 
it. Another stops as smoothly as 
silk, first braking the cars to slow 
them up easily, then gradually brak- 
ing on the engine to take up the 
Slack gently.
